NAPLES, April 13, 7:55 a. m.—All the 
hews received hete thts morning is en- 
couraging. For the first time since 
Tuesday “the sun is shining all over 
Naples, and although above the city the 
usual gray cloud is discernible, the fall 
of ashes has almost entirely ceased. 

Ashes, however, continued te fall 
throughout the night, adding several 


Neariy 6000 people are employed in clear- 
ing the roofs and main thoroughfares. 
Gangs of men are engaged in piling the 
ashes in the middle of the narrow 
streets, which makes the passage of ve- 
hicles exceedingly difficult and adds to 
the discomfort of pedestrians. 

The’ Neapolitans have become, to a 
certain degrees, sun worshipers. One 
day they are plunged in the depths of 
despair because the sun is obscured by 
falling ashes, and the next day their 
spirits are buoyant, for the sun shines 
and no ashes are sprinking over Naples. 


Air Clear of Ashes. 

Today the inhabitants of Naples are 
particularly happy, for not only is the 
sin shining brightly, but the air is clear 
of ashes and invigorating, with the re- 
that automobile coats and goggles, 
the ashstorm costume, have been re- 
placed by the usual gay-colored apparel. 
peonle are driving about in open car- 
riages and so much color has returned tc 
the surroundings that the grayness of 
the buildings, palms and other ash-cov- 
ered trees makes a pleasant contrast 
with the sapphire-tinted sea.

use. It is merely a question just now 
of having too much of a good thing.”

Nearly five thousand refugees are al- 
ready housed here and the number is 
rapidly increasing.

ZION CITY, Iil., April 13.—Angry cred- 
itors of Zion are threatening to have 
JOhn Alexander Dowie arrested today on 
charges of fraud and obtaining money 
under false pretenses, unless he accepts 
the compromise proposed by Overseer 
Voliva. They strenuously object the giv- 
ing of more than a moderate allowance 
to the First Apostle. 

Creditors who have threatened bank- 
ruptcy proceedings have been pursuaded 
by Overseer Voliva that they will re- 
ceive 100 cents on tite dollar if they sup- 
port the new regime in the present crisis. 

They are convinced that their interests 
will be best safeguarded if Dowle is 
“elminiated from the financial problem in 
Zion, and they are willing to take any 
legal steps that promise to remove him 
as a factor. 

Many of them are so enraged at his 
persistence in clinging to his claims that 
they refuse to consider the result that 
might have followed his arrest. : 


The new leaders in Zion and the cred- | 


itors believe Dowie should be the first 
to take account of his ill-health and that 
if he insists on waging war they must 
fight back with all the power at their 
command. 

The Zion City postmaster, circum- 
scribed by the United States postal regu- 
lations, cannot state what steps he will 
take. It is known, however, that Ovef- 
seer Voliva has asked the Postoffice De- 
partment to distinguish between business 
mail intended for the Zion industries and 
the strictly personal mail belonging to 
Dowie. 

Will Fight for Zion Control. 


Prophet Dowie says he will fight hard 
to regain control of Zion, and as soon 
as he considers he has taken the nec- 
essary perliminary steps he will move 
on his foes and proclaim himself the 
First Apostle.”’ 

“We have advanced, and will advanoe, 
only one condition—complete restoration

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LEADERS CALL 
BRICKLAYERS OUT 


Members of International Union 
Won’t Work With Building 
Trades Council. 








THOUSANDS ARE IDLE 





Men Quit on 160 Buildings 
and Will on Fifty 
More. 


Joseph Kolley and Bert Childs, officers 
of the Bricklayers’ and Stonemasons’ 
International Union, drove around St. 
Louis Friday calling off bricklayers 
from every building job on which the 
stonemasons employed were not affiliat- 
ed with their organization but with the 
Building Trades Council. 

It was announced that work had been 
stopped on 160 buildings and that there 
were about 50 more which had not been 
visited. 

Officials of the Bricklayers’ Union say 
they believe they have the better of the 
Situation and the strike will be over 
Within a week. 

So far, comparative few unattached 
bricklayers have been imported by the 
Building Trades Council and the supply 
of this class of labor is said by repre- 
sentatives of both sides to be unequal to 
the demand. 

Work on all of the big downtown 
buildings now in course of construction 
is still under way, but little progress is 
beirg made with residences and flats, 
especially in the West End, because the 
stonemasons employed on them are all 
members of the union which is affillated 
|with the Building Trades Council and 
| the members of the International Union 
and Stonemasons’ Union No. 18 refuse to 
work with them. 

As a result of Friday's ultimatum of 
the bricklayers it is said that 2000 mem- 
bers of the Building Trades Council will 
be out of work. Of these 400 will be 
stonemasons and the remainder members 
of the various building trades. 

Stonemasons’ Union No. 18, affiliated 
with the Bricklayers’ Union, now has a 
membership of 160 men, most of whom

The 
people rush here and there, horses 
Kallop about, and even tne dogs and 
cats seem to be infected with the 
general spirit of “hustle.” 


AMERICAN AUTHOR 
DESCRIBES ERUPTION. 


NAPLHS, April 13.—Robert Under- 
wood Johnson, associate editor of the 
Century Magazine, who is on the field, 
has ‘written the following description 
of the eruption for the Associated 
Press: 

“I had the unexpected opportunity 
to realize the magnitude of the disas- 
ter by personal observation in a trip 
entirely around Vesuvius. 

Since the Chicago fire I have seen 
nothing so terribly impressive. Twen- 
ty years will not repair the damage, 
including the destruction of four 
Whole villages. Arriving from Rome 
two hours late by train. I joined a 
party of two Italian gentlemen and 
two English ladies, including Miss 
Underwood, the Rome correspondent 
of the London Standard. 


Relic to Stop Lava. 


“We reached the lava at a 
picturesque, cypress-planted cemetery 
on the northern boundary of Torre An- 
Nunziata. It was as if the dead had 
effectually cried out to arrest the 
crushing river of flames which pitilessly 
engulfed the statue of St. Anne, with 
which the people of Bosco Reale tried 
to stay it, as at Catania, the veil of 
St. Agathe is said to have stayed”: 
similar stream from Mount Etna. 

‘We climbed on the lava. It. was 
cool above, but still alive with fire be- 
low. We could see dimly the extent of 
the destruction beyond the barrier of 
brown which h&ad closed the streets, 
torn down the houses, invaded the vine- 
yards and broken Cook's railways. 





Ashes Crush Structures. 


“A better idea of the surroundings 
was obtained at dawn. from the railway. 
We saw north what was left of Bosco 
Trecase, a great stone church and a 
few houses inland in a sea of dull- 
brown lava. North and east rose a 
thousand patches of blue smoke, like 
swamp miasma. All was dull and deso- 
late slag, with nowhere the familiar 
serpentine forms of old lava streams. In 
terrible contrast with the volcanic evi- 
dences were strong cypresses and 
blooming camellias in a néighborhood 
cemetery. 


Exquisite Ourves. 


‘We ate a hasty luncheon before sun- 
rise, when the great beauty of the scene 


was revealed. The column now seemed 
higher and mor@ massive, rising to three 
times the hélghf,pf*Vesuvius. Each por- 
tion had a gontentric motion and new 
aspects. + te pl 

“The southerhi edges floating toward 
the sea showed exquisite curved sur- 
faces, due to the upper moving current. 
It was like the decoration of the side 
of a Greek sarcophagus. As yellow dust 
hangs over Naples and hides the.volcano. 
I count myfortune to have seen all day 
from leeward this spectacle of chkng- 
ing, undiminishing beauty. My com- 
panions departed for Naples, after drit- 
ving to Pompeii. 

“After three hours’ sleep, I went to the 
excavations, expecting to return to Na- 
ples by the afternoon train, but here ] 
met E. A. Bowen of New York, who 
gave such an alarming account of his 
experience on the train coming through 
Monday in the darkness at Terre el 
Greco, that I concluded to return by the 
'north, first visiting the eastern wedge of 
icestruction, which was central at San 
Giuseppe. 





Lava Blocks Way. 


“With Mr. Brown I left Pompeii in a 
car, expecting to strike the edge of the 
lava. What was my surprise to find no 
new lava at San Giuseppe. Four towns 
here were destroyed in different ways, 
namely, by rain, cinders and ashes, 
which could not be skirted, for they lay 
everywhere in a mass which had broken 
nearly every roof within an area of 30 
miles by 10. From the lava, which was 
moving several feet a minute, we had 
no difficulty in escaping. 

“At Bosco Trecase the _ carbineers 
drove the people before the fiery ava- 
lanche, but the flimsily built houses were 
no protection against the blizzard of 
cinders and ashes, tasking the roofs or 
strongly built walls all Saturday. The 
wedge east of the volcano thus de- 
stroyed extends 19 miles at least. with 
a width of 20:or # miles. 

Chocolat-au-Lait Color. 

“Fancy a rich and.thickly populated 
country of vineyards lying under three 
to six inches of ashes and cinders of the 
color of chocolate with milk, while 
above to the west the volcano in full 
activity is distributing to the outer 
edges of the circle the same fate, and 
you will get an idea of the desolate im- 
pression of the scene, a tragedy colos- 
sal and heartrending. Like that of 
Calabria, it enlists the sympathy of the 
civilized world. It takes time for such 
a calamity to be realized. 

“The King, the Duke 
Premier Sonnino have been on_ the 
ground. For the present the roads are 
almost impassable even for automobiles.

Shovel Ashes From Roofs. 

“To miles below San Giuseppe we 
struck cinders which the soldiers were 
shoveling, making 2 narrow road for 
the refugees. Our wagon driver begged 
off from completing his contract to take 


us to San Giuseppe. We had not the 
heart to insist, so the rest of the jour- 
ney to the railway at Palma, eight 
miles, was made laboriously on foot for 
three hours through sliding cinders. 

“In many places temporary § shelters 
had been built by the roadside, like 
chiidren's play houses. Here women 
were huddled with their bedding, await- 
ing the coming of supplies, which the 
army had begun to distribute. The 
men were largely occupied with shovel- 
ing cinders from the stronger roofs and 
fioors into heaps three to six feet deep 
along the roadside. Many two-wheeled 
carts| loaded with salvage drawn by 
donkeys or pushed by peasants were 
making their way along, the women 
with bundles on their heads or carry- 
mg poultry. 


Shrouded Corpses. 


of San Guisepne- was 
Of soldiers, with low 
tents. Near a destroyed church, in 
coarse yellow linen shrouds, were the 
bodies of 33 of the 16 persons who there 
lost their lives. The peasants were sad 
but uncomplaining. In fact. for 80 ex- 
citable a people, they were wonderful- 
ly calm. As evidence of the thrift ana 
self-respect of these, we were not once 
asked for alms during the afternoon. 

“At Palma, where we succeeded in 
catching a train for Naples, we heard 
great cheering, looked back, and saw 
the General commanding the district 
had arrived, and the people were run- 
ning to greet their representative of the 
Government's active assistance to the 
ee ayer ‘ 

“This if a sad year for Southe , 
—the second terrible disaster wnhis’ 
few months. To judge from what [ 
learned from the peasants, there is 
likely to be @ substantial increase ip 
emigration to the United States by rea-

NEW YORK, April 13.—Maxim Gorky 
‘made it clear yesterday that he was 
not only an irrepressible foe of the 
Russian bureaucracy, but a merciless 
critic of such as he .regarded false 
friends of the Russian people. 

Speaking of Father Gapon, he said: 

“He is an adventurer. He was acci- 
dentally advanced by a popular wave. 
He is a demagogue. He !s warm-heart- 
ed and possessed of magnetism, but is 
not a man of strong intellectuality. I 
know Gapon well. 

“You must understand the psychology 
of the situation. G. pon was not a lead- 
er by his own volition. He was with 
the workingmen and was pushed to 
thefr ont.”’ 

Following «the events of Red Sunday, 
Gorky said, Gapon told him he had not 
anticipated what had happened. He 
begged to be sent away. and it was 
as a result that the priest disapneared 
from public view. Subsequently, Gorky 
deciares, Gapon accepted from the Gov- 
ernment in several installments the sum 
of 219,000 roubles as his price for secur- 
ing the support of the workingmen for 
the Government. 

“His treachery” said Gorky, ‘‘was no 
surprise. He was obviously of the type 
that. could bé expected to sacrifice the 
interests of’ the people for his own ben- 
efit whenever the opportunity should 


‘arise. He was a man of that qpltbar.” 


Cournge of the Jews. ~~ 


- Gorky yesterday issued an addréss to 
the Jewish population of this city in 
which he said the future historian of 
Russia would devote some of his most 
thrilling pages to the Jews. He said that 
they had evinced superhuman courage 
in the Russian struggle for liberty, and 
that there was little anti-Semitic senti 


ment in Russia. All that had existed 
had been spread and encouraged by the 
(Government itself

At the Hotel St. Regis, where the 
party stopped, Mr. Gorky refused to 
sit in th. general dining room where he 
could be stared at. He declined. cham- 
pagne in favor of a weak claret, and 
found a cigar too. strong for him, 
cigarettes being his usual smoke. When 
the hotel] manager took the _ party 
through the kitchens, wine cellars and 
serving departments, Mr. Gorky said he 
was immensely impressed. 

“Not even the Czar has anything like 
it!’ he exclaimed. ‘‘And the Russians 
rather pity the poor Americans in these 
respects.

CALL THEM BACK 


A New Way of Handling Officials 
Who Prove Unworthy. 





From the Topeka Dally State Journal. 

Under the new city charter, the peo- 
ple of Los Angeles have what is 
known as “the recall,” whereby city 
officers may be removed by the same 
power that placed them in office—the 
people. The recall idea is growing in 
favor in other cities. Massachusetts is 
making a study of it, and now two 
propositions to adopt it in trust-ridden 
New Jersey are before the Legislature 
of that State. 


One of these bills adapts the Los An- 
geles method to elective office holders, 
the other to appointive officials. Both 
are nearly identical with respect to the 
procedure to be taken by the people. 

The bills cover city, county and 
State officials. They provide that when 
20 per cent of the qualified electors of 
a city, 10 per cent of those of a county, 
or 5 per cent of those of the State, re- 
spectively, petition for the removal of 
an elective official, filing such petition 
with the City Clerk, County Clerk or 
Secretary of State, as the case may re- 
quire, a special election #hall be held 
within 40 days. At this special election, 
which may not be held within 30 days 
of a general election, the qualified 
voters shall determine whether the in- 
cumbent shall be ousted from office or 
retained therein. He may himself be 
a candidate or not, as he chooses, and 
there may be other nominees. If the 
incumbent receives the highest number 
of votes he is retained; if not he ig 
oustéd und the one who receives the 
largest vote takes the office in his 
atead.' 


The other bill refers to appointive offi- 
cers, and provides that when 10, 5 or 3 
per cent of the qualified voters in a city, 
county or. State, respectively, petition 
for the removal of an officeholder, the 
appointing body or officer shall appoint 
a commission or either three councll- 
men, five freeholders or seven members 
of the Legislature, as the case may re- 
quire, to hear the petitioners and the 
incumbent relative to the charges 
against the latter. If the charges are 
sustained, to the satisfaction of the 
commission, and their report is con- 
firmed by the appointing body or officer, 
the incumbent is removed; if not, he 
continues In office. ~ 


Reports regarding the recall system 
are that it is highly satisfactory wher- 
ever it is in practice, though it is sel- 
dom resorted to, for it acts upon the 
officials as a constant warning that 
they must perform their duties. The 
system simply provides an easy way of 
disposing of obnoxious officials.

sons thet surrounded me, that the Goy- 


ernment was the logical paymaster, 


Uncle Sam was also the only rational 
and decent landlord, banker, insurance 
company, manufacturer. distributer and 
general manager. I discovered that I 
was living on public land, without 
ground rent; that I was occupying a 
comfortable house as part of the emolu- 
ments of my office, without being re- 
sponsible for repairs, insurance, acci- 
dent by fire or flood or depreciation; 
that my life and property were insured 
at cost; that old age or incapacity 
through any reasonable cause was gen- 
erously provided for; that I could buy 
pretty much everything I needed at 
cost and without profit; that many of 
the necessities of life were free; that 
there were no poverty or vast wealth, 
no shams or ostentatious palaces, no 
strikes or lockouts, no exploitation or 
graft in garrison. 


It dawned upon me that I was living 
in an ideal commune, wherein executive 
office was held during good’ behavior, 
wherein the Legislature could not be 
corrupted and wherein the judiciary 
was not for sale. It occurred to me 
that in the army, by organization, dis- 
cipline and collective effort, we were 
able to do pretty much everything that 
is done in civil life and at a minimum 
cost in health, happiness and energy. I 
recognized, of course, the fact that the 
present military paternalism differs 
from the coming Socialism in an impor- 
tant but readily modified particular— 
namely, that it is largely unproductive 
as now constituted. Give it modern ma- 
chinery, power and industrial manage- 
ment and it will become self-support- 
ing. The army of the future will either 
produce a surplus of tangible wealth or 
it will build and run our railroads, tele- 
graphs, steamships and other means of 
transportation and communication, and 
if need be dig our coal and canals, 
police the entire country and “rightly 
and duly administer justice without par- 
tiality, favor or affection.” * * * 

The World asks: “Precisely what 
would: they (the Socialists) do if they 
were in control of the Government?” 

I do not know “precisely,” being a 
mere human being with a normal brain 
and a single digestive apparatus, and 
not one of the colossal intellects of 
high finance, with several stomachs, 
who are “worth” (in their own estima- 
tion and in the size o° the salaries and 
incomes they have ‘‘coRveyed’’) from 
six to four thousand times as much as 
Mr. Lincoln. 

The first thing ‘‘they’’ would do would 
be, I think, to consider how the great- 
est good could be brought to all with 
the least injury to any. Next, I hope 
and am reasonably confident, .«‘‘they” 
would set free the children, the future 
citizens of the Republic, and send them 
back to school and play. Next, I trust, 
“they” would give women every right, 
immunity and privilege that men have 
heretofore kept in their own troughs 
and mangers. Then, I am _ certain 
“they’’ would enact legislation for short- 
er hours of toil and a minimum wage. 
In consequence might come a graduated 
income and imheritance tax, postal sav- 
ings banks, a parcels post, Government 
telegraph (the army in a summer prac- 
tice maroh could parallel the present 
lines if the owners did not care to sell 
at a fair price), national coal mines 
and oil wells, a railroad or two (bought 
in open market by strictly capitalistic 
tethods), a few co-operative stores, 
dairies and “canteens,’’ and generally 
speaking, a gradual resumption by, the 
people of the real estate and personal 
property of which ft has been Illegally, 
unlawfully and unjustly looted. Even- 
tually “they” would make valuable citi- 
zens of the plutocrat, the parasite, the 
pauper and the politician, as well as 
of the rest of the ‘‘dangerous classes.” 

Again the World asks: ‘What 
Socialism in the United States?’ 

It is the remedy proposed by just 
minds for the social, political and eco- 
nomic diseases of the body politic. Un- 
like the two old political parties, it 
purposes to remove the causes and not 
merely suppress the symptoms; it pur- 
poses to give equality of opportunity 
to all, not privilege and protection to 
a few: it purposes that the manufac- 
ture of multi-millionaires shall cease, 
and that the 10,000,000 of our people 
crushed in hopeless poverty by the 
greed of our “criminally rich” shall 
have a white man’s chance, and it 
purposes to save the Union of the 
States from the avarice and anarchy 
of the traitors to the Republic.

Tips to Flower-Lovers. 

If you want chrysanthemums next fall, 
start new plants now, says Eben Rex- 
ford in Outing. Very soon after the old 
plants are brought from the cellar, 
sprouts will appear all over the surface 
of the soil. When these are about two 
inches tall, cut them away from the old 
plants in such a manner that each has a 
bit of root attached. Put these into 
small pots of rich soil. Keep them well 
watered, but do not give much heat or 
they will make a spindling growth. Be 
on the lookout for aphides. If any are 
discovered make an infusion of the 
ordinary soap of household use, and 
spray the plants well with it. This is 
important, as the insects wil] seriously 
injure the young plants at this stage of 
tneir existence. To make the soap in- 
fusion, shave half a five-cent cake fine- 
ly, pour water over ft, and put it in a 
warm place until it becomes liquid. 
Then add to it five or six quarts of 
water and apply. 

Gloxinias and_ tuberous begonias 
should be started into growth now. If 
the tubers were kept in pots over winter,

shake them out of the old soil and 
spread them out on a piece of old car- 
pet or moss, which should be kept warm 
and moist, and leave them there until 
they sprout. As soon as sprouts ap- 
pear, put them into pots of rich loam. 

A few roots of dahlias can be potted 
and startéd into growth now, if you 
want some very early flowers. But the 
bulk of them I would hold in reserve 
for warm weather planting in the gar- 
den. Do not break apart those you 
start now, but pot the entire bunch of 
roots. When the time comes to put the 
plants ouf, each root that has a sprout 
attached can be broken off and made 
an independent plant of.

STOUGHTON, Mass., April 13.—‘‘It is 
as though my boy had spoken to me 
r Z : from the grave.”’ 

These are the words Elisha Hawes, 
who is nearly 93 years of age, repeats 
as he reads and reads over again a let- 
ter he has just received- through the 
dead-letter office, from his son, who died 
in Virginia during the Civil War. (The 
letter was written 45 years ago. 

Where the letter has been during. all 
these years, and why it did not reach 
him sooner is a mystery to Hawes and 
his friends. 

The young man was killed at the age 
of 22 by lightning after being at the 
front about six months. He enlisted in 
Massachus¥tts. The letter was the last 
one he had written to his family... With 
it came a Randolph paper of the same 
date. 

The boy was a great favorite of his 
father and) his death was a grief from 
which Hawes has never recovered. 

‘T can't realize,’’ says Mr. Hawes, 
‘that the boy who wrote the letter 
would be 67 years old and a Civil War 
veteran if he had lived.’’ 

The letter is a boyish one, -giving 
details about the long marches, and is 
full of messages for family and friends. 
Hawes is a widower and lives with 
his granddaughter.

NEW YORK, April 13.—While the 
United States was at peace, at least 
428,000 rounds of ammunition were sup- 
plied to revolutionists, supposed to be 
Cubans under Gen. Gomez, by a high 
Official of the United .States War De- 
partment. They were in reality for San 
Domingo, and the United States War 
Department was intended by this Jiin-|,. 
inez crowd to beféome the nucleus of a 
revolution to seize the Government of 
San Domingo. . 

These amazing assertions came out in 
court here in the suit of Joseph L. Cun-J 
ningham to collect $25,000 from Juan [. 
Jimiinez, former President of the Santo 
Domingo republic, for services rendered 
in connection with the ill-fated Fanita 
expedition of 1897. 

The evidence showed that Jiminez had 
bound himself to pay Cunningham $25,- 
OOO after the revolutionist had estab- 
lished a regular government of his own 
in Santo Domingo. As Huereaux sent 
the expedition skedaddling, Justice 
Fitzgerald ruled that Jiminez had _in- 
curred no liability. 

Cunningham testified that he had, at 
Jiminez’s request, interviewed several 
influential persons At Washington § and 
elsewhere in connection with the pro- 
posed expedition. .He never suspected 
then, he said, that the expedition was 
bound for Santo Domingo. He had the 
word of Jiminez that the Fanita was 
going to Cuba to help out Gomez and 
on these representations he got several 
people to aid the expedition. 

Official’s Name Suppressed, 

One of these persons was ‘‘a promi- 
nent Government official,’’ whose iden- 
tity, however, counsel for both Cunning- 
ham and Jiminez are careful to conceal. 
Through this person’s influence, Cun- 
ningham declared, he got from the 
“Quartermaster of the United S§tates 
Arimy’’ 428,000 rounds of ammunition for 
the Fanita. President Roosevelt was 
then Assistant Secretary of the Navy. 

Cunningham said that he had many 
cipher messages trom Jiminez, some Or 
them urging him to conter with Gen. 
Miles, ien commanding United 
States army. 

When he learned that the Fanita had 
landed in Santo Domingo, and that the 
revolutionists had been routed. by 
President Huereaux, Cunningham 
sought Government influence again to 
get Jiminez out of trouble. Cunning- 
harm said that at this time he was deep- 
ly involved financially in the, outcome 
of the expedition, and was surprised to 
learn that the Fanita had gone to San- 
to Domingo and not to Cuba.
